“A slow sort of country!” said the 
Queen. “Now here, you see, it takes all the 
running you can do, to keep in the same 
place. If you want to get somewhere else, 
you must run at least twice as fast as that.” 


I have to say that the bewilderment Alice feels is 

what many of us feel about keeping up with the progress 

arious fields of technology. Like another pair of imagi- 
nary figures, Hansel and Gretel, we probably view the gift 
of technology as a gingerbread house in the midst of the 
forest, that we approach cautiously for fear of the witch 
inside, and want to make sure that we leave a clear trail 
of pebbles back to the familiar world we are leaving 
behind. But there is no doubt we are on the path, and 
must go forward. 

Compared with most schools, Ridley’s place in the 
implementation of information technology is somewhere 
near the front of the line. We have CD-ROMs all over 
the school, computers in every department, E-mail 
throughout the campus, a theatre where light and sound 
are adjusted at the push of a finger, shelves of video 
cassettes, and a radio-wave language laboratory. I am 
happy to say that when someone telephones Ridley, a 
human being still answers the phone. Recent develop- 
ments in communication technology and information 
storage and retrieval, however, do underline the reality

necessarily mean that the school will remain in that 
oe: We who are responsible for making the decisions 
wut planning and how money will be spent, must also 
be responsible for recognizing that the ways of communi- 
cating, of sorting information, and of learning that we are

our students possess. Many innovations we find novel our 
students find perfectly natural in the worlds of entertain- 


| ment, of telephones with call-waiting that have been 


devised in many cases just for those talkative teenagers, 
of interactive video games, of magazine pages that look 
more and more like screens taken directly from a comput- 
er using Microsoft Windows. The examples are endless. 
Our current focus on information technology at 
Ridley springs from the need to make decisions in two 
separate areas, though the two definitely overlap. One is 
an administrative area, which we have been wrestling 
with for over two years, of assuring the orderly growth of 
effective, compatible and efficient technology for the 
management of communication and information. The 


| other area is curricular, of taking thoughtful and judicious 


advantage of the developments in information storage 
and retrieval, in exchanging ideas, and in learning that 
our students are likely to use - with or without us. These 
decisions become more pressing when we realize we are 


_ talking here not just about the world our students are 


going to enter, but about the world our students are 
already in. One of the priorities from our Long Range 
Plan was to create at Ridley an “innovative, diverse and 
inter-connected curriculum”. Last year our faculty, 
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We are engaged in the development of skills 
that will allow our students to sift truth ® 
and wisdom out of that information. 


administrative team and Heads of Departments spent 
considerable time on this discussion, and one of the 
strongest messages from those discussions was that we 
should plan creatively and boldly to achieve our academ- 
ic goals. It is clear that this planning must examine the 
influence of information technology on our programme. 
In the administrative area, it is clear that we cannot 
manage our expanding needs much longer without a 
more informed overview of all our technology plans. 
Hence the current urgency. 

Our conference on Information Technology in 
Education is one of several steps in this planning process. 
For two days, December 8 and 9, our faculty, parents and 
Board members heard about the experience of Dalton 
School in New York City, an urban day school different 
from Ridley in many ways, but a school at the leading 
edge of the use of information technology. Underlying 
the Dalton School’s use of technology is the belief that 
learning should be as exciting and engrossing as athletic 
and artistic pursuits usually are for students. The 
contention of Frank Moretti, associate head of Dalton 
School, is that technology is making traditional textbook 
learning obsolete by providing the raw material distilled 
in those textbooks at the punch of a key. This transforms 
students from passive learners into active discoverers of 
knowledge, teaching them along the way the skills of 
sifting the relevant from the irrelevant. Advances in 
communication and information technology are changing 
the world outside the school, and we have to plan intelli- 
gently if we are going to paddle with the current instead 
of being swept along by it. 

The teaching of speaking, writing, reading, 
mathematics and study skills will remain central to our 
programme. The evidence in schools that have spear- 
headed the forays into the use of information technology 
is that all these skills are learned better if the school 


adapts well to these innovations. Ridley is in the midst of 


this change, and we are fortunate to have taken some 
considerable steps in the right direction with our current 
programmes and facilities. Our next steps will involve a 
review of curriculum in a few areas of Upper and Middle 





_ the world of technology is no exception. At Ridley we 
~ embrace the kind of broad education that consciously 








_ being listed so a master strategy can be established. 


Schools, followed by the appropriate additions of hard- 
ware, new networks and fibre optics. 

Most of us would concur that in education we are 
not really engaged in the passing on of information; we 
are engaged in the development of skills that will allow 
our students to sift truth and wisdom out of that informa- 


| tion. To do otherwise is to throw our students into an 


unfamiliar sea, far from shore, and hope that like dogs 
and cats they will start paddling on the strength of a 


_ genetically-programmed skill. In this situation, our 
_ students would probably survive, but I doubt that they 


would excel. On the other side of the coin, most people 


_ probably know people whose skills have made them 
_ eminently successful in a particular sphere, so that they 


imagine that the skills and knowledge they possess are all 
the skills and knowledge anyone needs to succeed in life. 
One encounters this arrogance in many walks of life, c) 





avoids that kind of arrogance. Our interest at Ridley is 


_ not in the sink-or-swim approach, nor in focusing on a 
_ few trendy skills at the expense of others. It is clear that 


technology is already part of our lives, and can be a useful 


_ new tool to teach some very traditional truths. We live in

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THE SEARCH FoR THE EIGHTH HEADMASTER

hile for Rupert and Judy the process began on 
January 10th, 1994, for the Committee it 
began much earlier — September 1993 to

To do this, the committee met 
many times throughout the fall. We met at the school at 
a general meeting where all faculty and staff had the 
opportunity to bring forward their views. We also met 
with all the school prefects, the full faculty committee, 
the housemasters committee and the administration 
team, as well as a number of individuals who had specific 
ideas they wanted to bring forward. Several drafts were 
presented and discussed with those at the school. The 
committee also received numerous letters and calls from 
members of the Ridley family — all of this input led to 
the final profile being set in late November. 

It was now the turn of Janet Wright and her team 
to get ads put together and start networking. Eventually, 
over 100 applications were received from very qualified 
people from Canada as well as the U.S., Great Britain 





and many places around the world. It was a very satisfying | 


response which demonstrated that the school is well 
known around the world as an extremely prestigious and 
qualified place of learning. While there were lots of appli- 

ions, there were also lots of phone calls placed to peo- 
@::. probably did not see the ad. It was from one of 
these phone calls that our successful candidate was 
sourced. But I digress again.

Throughout the months of January and February 
_ the committee met numerous times pouring over the 
applications trying to get a “long list” and then a “short 
_ list”. It was a difficult task since the quality of many 
applicants was high. The “long list” indicated a surprising 
number of U.K. candidates and, since Janet was inter- 
_ viewing all “long list” candidates, a flight to the U.K. was 
required. Crawford Gordon kindly offered to go along 
| since it was evident that we were going to have to incur 
the costs of bringing some candidates to Canada. With 
_ Crawford going with Janet, it gave us a little extra assur- 
ance that the candidates invited back would be accept- 
able to the committee as a whole. 
Eventually the “short list” was established and in 
_ the second week of April the committee began the ardu- 
ous task of interviewing those candidates who had been 
selected. Each candidate went through the same process 
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Rupert and Judy were so 
impressive, they had such great 
credentials, they were so clearly 
outstanding that in the end it 
really was an easy choice. 


—a three hour interview, with the candidate having fif- 
teen minutes for opening remarks, followed by two hours 
of questioning by the committee, and the last bit of time 
for the candidate to ask us questions. Each interview 
ended with a social occasion (either dinner or lunch) to 
which the candidate’s spouse was invited. Before and 
after each candidate was with us, the committee spent 
much time debriefing and making notes. This process 
started Sunday noon and by Wednesday afternoon we 


were all pretty exhausted. As a result, we decided to leave | 


the decision making-process to Thursday morning. 

Throughout the process we had been concentrat- 
ing on six criteria. Members were responsible to lead or 
second discussions in their areas of interest/expertise. It 
was on these six criteria that we would concentrate that 
Thursday morning beginning at 7:00 a.m. 

To begin, it was generally agreed that all 6 candi- 
dates could fill the position — the job was to find the 
best one. Frankly, I think we were very lucky to have had 
such a large number of candidates to choose from. In the 
end, it did not take much time. By 8:30 a.m., Rupert 
Lane was the unanimous choice of the committee. It 
wouldn’t have taken this long except a few committee 
members wanted to get through their muffins before they 
got down to work. What could have been the most diffi- 
cult part of the process turned out to be the easiest. 
Rupert and Judy were so impressive, they had such great 
credentials, they were so clearly outstanding that in the 
end it really was an easy choice. 

Now the committee sits back and reflects on what 
was truly a great adventure for each of us — and we 
reflect and smile with the knowledge that we did a great

n the fall of ‘93, I was preparing to fly 
to Boston for a meeting at the 
National Association of Biology 
Teachers Annual convention. Frank 
Hollinrake ‘57 handed me a book entitled 
Dancing With Whales by Dr. Peter Beamish Ff 
(O. R. (58) and suggested it might offer some 
good reading while in flight to ‘Beantown’. 
The suggestion was a good one and after 





emerging from the enthralls of the book | 
immediately called Peter Beamish and 
inquired about the possibility of bringing a 
group of students to Newfoundland. He was 
of the idea and the rest 
becomes history. For the ten years that I have 
been at Ridley, it has been suggested to me 
more than I can recount, that | visit with 
Dr. Peter Beamish, his family, and the 
whales of Trinity Bay, Newfoundland. So that is exactly 
what we did. A group of 13 of us flew out to St. John’s on 
June 30, 1994. From there we were met by Peter’s two

hand, were more interested in meeting the young ladies 
from Ridley. 

Upon arriving at Trinity, we were greeted by

meter hill, which sports a spectacular view of the sur- 
rounding area, and the glistening Atlantic. Trinity has two 
churches: an Anglican for most of the populace and a 
Catholic church for one family of six.

We 
spotted the highly toxic lion mane jellyfish as we paddled 
through the many corridors of caves carved by the tidal 
hand of the sea. We travelled the sea searching for the

Dear Sir: 
The Class of ‘44 — 50th Class Reunion 


I had the privilege of participating this last October in our 50th 
class reunion along with my wife Carmelina, my wife of 48 years and 
my sweetheart during my days at Ridley. 

I remember clearly when I was first introduced to my classmates 
in September of 1940 at the dorm at Merritt House. Since I did not 
know the English language, I started in the Third or Fourth Form, two 
years behind my class at the Christian Brothers School in Havana. I 
was 16 at the time, and my classmates were only 14 or 15. Thus, at 
first, I was a little disappointed with being put back with some 
“youngsters”. But as you will see, my disappointment did not last long. 

I quickly became immersed in the wonderful Ridley athletic pro- 
gram of those years. Being older, | made the Ist Team in basketball. 
And being a seasoned veteran of the depression-era Havana streets, 
where swimming and boxing were matters of survival, I also won the 
school competition in those sports. My classmates never understood 
how a third former was doing so well in Ridley sports. So, after 50 
years | thought I would finally reveal my secret. I was older! 

As time passed, | grew very fond of my wonderful classmates. I 
have always cherished their friendship and the hospitality they 
showed to a boy from what was then a far away land. And after 50 
years, I have come to realize that | also belong to a group of very dis- 
tinguished professionals, doctors, lawyers, soldiers, and businessmen. 
Men who, by the way, have shown to be very devoted family men. 
Most of the class has managed to adhere to the marriage vow of “till 
death do us part”. What an outstanding class! 

Needless to say, I was not the only one to excel in sports. Bob 
Stevens and Don McFarlane were outstanding athletes and no doubt 
belong to the legends of Ridley performers, as the following story will 
illustrate. During the 1948 Olympic games in London, I was a mem- 
ber of the Cuban basketball team. I was selected to carry the Cuban 
flag for the festivities. During the inaugural ceremonies, I saw a hand- 
some, young Canadian carrying the Canadian flag, whose face seemed 
familiar even from a distance. As he got closer, I could not believe 
that it was “Dough” McFarlane, class of ‘44! How proud I was for our 
school that two Ridley Old Boys, from the same class were carrying 
their countries’ flags at the first Olympic Games after the war! 

The class of ‘44 is unique and of course, we all believe it to be 
the best. Maybe I am egocentric and have written too much about 
myself in this letter. I just wanted to express my admiration for my 
classmates, as well as my appreciation for their friendship during all 
these years. They never made me feel like a stranger or a foreigner, 
but just a fellow Ridleian.
